The defense argued that Crowley 


was only^ acting with care and cau- 
tion when he went to the tabernacle 
armed. 


' Crowlcy's Story 


His voice trembling as he described 


the shooting, Crowley had testified 
in court Friday night that "my only 
impulse was to save my life." 


"There, came before me like a flash 


—my wife, my babies," he said as his 
voice broke. Seeing his own

which fell from under his belt near 
his hand as he stumbled out the tab- 
ernacle door pursued by MacMurdo, 
'"I'realiletMHteuf'tne only hope I had," 
Crwoley 'said.

he testified. 


Janitor Wouldn't Leave 


Crowley said when he went to the 


tabernacle and asked MacMurdo to 
leave after the court had declared him 
the legal pastor, the janitor said "I'm 
a member of this church and I don't 
have to leave." He game MacMurdo 
another hour to leave, Crowley said, 
and the pastor decided to go home. 


"I didn't want to stay as long as he 


was there," he said. 


As he started to leave, Crowley, con- 


tinued, MacMurdo came to the door 
of his room, leaned against the en- 
trance tnd placed his hand on his hip. 


"I walked out, and as 1 walked 


through the door and had taken a 
step or two, I glanced back over my 
shoulder just in time to see Mac- 
Murdo level a gun at me," the min- 
ister said. 


"I ducked, and as I did. I heard the 


report of a gun which seemed to be 
farther

the 
hall. I 


stumbled out of the door and heard 
the report of his (MacMurdo's.) gun. 
As I looked back 1 saw his form. He 
still had the gun leveled at me.

Solves Its Problem 


1 believe it accurate to say that no 


other industry has made such great 
and sudden strides toward solving its 
own problems under NRA as oil, and 
it has done all this at its own expense, 
without going to the taxpayer for 
anything but moral and legal backing. 


Oil men, from Oklahoma to the 


Gulf, are pleased with the way their 
code has worked. And why wouldn't 
they be, when it has raised the price 
of crude oil from 10 cents a barrel 
to anywhere from 75 cents to a dol- 
lar? 
J. D. Collett, general chairman of 


the regional committee, which includes 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, and New 
Mexico, tells you how it was done: 
"The first thing was to cut produc- 
tion to where it was approximately 
equal to consumptive demand," says 
Collett. "Since the code took effect 
production has been cut approximate- 
ly a half million barrels a day in the 
United States." 


Producers Gain by Code 


Texas, when it was producing a 


million barrels a day, got only ?300,- 
000 for that oil. Today, allowed a 
production of 888,000 barrels a day, it 
gets J750.000 for that. So why wouldn t 
oil producers be happy? 


The problem of oil botlegging re- 


mains. Collett estimates that perhaps 
5,000 barrels of "hot oil" are being 
bootlegged daily, but other estimates 
place this as high as 70,000 barrels a 
day. 
This might not seem like a great 


deal, but when refined and dumped 
cheaply on the gasoline market it up- 
sets the whole marketing machinery, 
as the oil business still is highly com- 
petitive. 


Investigators Driven Away 


Enough of the boom-town frontier 


spirt siurvives so that a Texas rail- 
road commission investigator and two 
federal operatives were driven off a 
lease at Kilgore the other day at gun 
point. However, oil code authorities 
have no doubt that bootlegging can 
be stopped and virtually airtight con- 
trol of production made a reality. 


One oil man told me he believed 50 


federal agents with proper authority 
could do more toward ruling the oil 
fields than the whole National Guard. 


"We have had very little trouble 


with compliance," L. 
E. 
Barrows, 


chairman of the state production com- 
mittee, told me. "The principal diffi- 
culty now lies in the fact that the 
code is not yet complete, and does not 
contain a complete schedule of wages. 
A minimum of 48-cents-an-hour rate 
for field workers and a 36-hour week 
have been set, but there is wide di- 
vergence in tiie pay of more highly- 
skilled workers.

Included in the regular 
budget for 1935 however, is $750,000,000 
for the Farm Adjustment Administra- 
tion, created by emergency legisla- 
tion.

Division street, between North Main 
and North Laurel streets are warned 
that service will be suspended Mon- 
day morjiing from 8 until 11 o'clock, 
unless it is raining during these hours, 
Mr. Sandefur said. It is not possiblbe 
to connect new lines during rain, he 
said. 


Work of installing the new water 


lines is progressing rapidly and Mr. 
Sandefur usks water consumers to 
wutch announcements of suspended 
water service in public notices in The 
Stjr from time to tune.

Bondholders Beat State 


LITTLE ROCK—(/P)—Holders of the 


$91,500,000 of direct state highway ob- 
ligations Friday were sustained in a 
three-judge federal court decision in 
their contention the 1933 
Arkansas 


general assembly impaired the obli- 
gation of their contracts by diverting 
highway revenues from bond interest 
and maturity channels. 


The decision made permanent an in- 


junction restraining State Treasurer 
Roy V. Leonard from paying out any 
highway funds except on the 2,000,000 
a year appropriation for road main- 
tenance. 


Although both houses of the assem- 


bly, now in special session for the 
purpose of refunding the $155,000,000 
highway debt, and adjourned 
for 


the day, the news reached a joint 
committee as it was considering a bill 
embodying an rgreement between the 
state and the bondholder-represen- 
tatives for a refunding. Adjournment 
of the committee was taken to study 
the decision, a 34-page document writ- 
ten by Circuit Judge Archibalt K. 
Gardner of the eight circuit court of 
appeals. 


The slate's contention was that the 


suit, brought in the name of Fred W. 
Hubbell of Des Moines, and other 
bondholders, was one against the state 
and could not be 
maintained, was 


overruled by the court 
in deciding 


that 1933 acts had impaired the obli- 
gation of the bondholders' 
contract 


and that therefore no appropriation of 
highway funds had been made by the 
legislature. 


Funds Had Been Diverted 


These acts referred to by the court 


were those which diverted 
money 


from the highway fund to other state 
funds, and reduced automobile and 
truck license fees which were levied 
in 1937 with the pledge by the legis- 
lature that they would not be repealed 
or reduced as long as bonds to which 
their revenues were pledged are out- 
standing. 
Another act held imcoustitutional 


by the court was act 167, the 1933 re- 
funding law 
by 
which the state 


sought to force all bondholders to ex-- 
change their bonds, bearing interest 
from four to six per cent, for notes 
maturing in 25 years and bearing fivft 
per cent interest. 


"The legislative acts of 1933 which 


purported to divert and appropriate 
these funds iu otiici purposes are ".n- 
constitutional," the decision recited, 
"and hence there has been on lawful 
appropriation of the revenue in tha 
hands of the treasurer to other pur- 
poses." 


The state is to appeal the decision to 


the United States 
supreme 
court, 


which has permitted the state of Penn- 
sylvania to sue Arkansas on practical- 
ly the same complaint as that filed 
here bv the bondholders.

The thought of (he whole world dur- 


ing tho recent Christmas season was 
turned toward the story of our les- 
rori—tile story of the most wonderful 
birth. 


We always should remember that 


the division of our Bible into chap- 
ters and vprses is the work of a later 
age and was not in the original man- 
uscript. There is, therefore, ng break 
between chapter one nnd chapter two, 
but the story in our lesson of the 
coming of the Wise Men to visit Jesus 
is; nn Incident in the whole record of 
his birth and Infancy. 


Who were tho Wise Men, and where 


did they come from? There has been 
a great deal of speculation, about that, 
but the question cannot be answered 
with any certainty. 


It was nn age in which much im- 


portance wns attached to the stars, and 
in which the precursors of later seers 
nnd scientists, who observed the stars, 
worn men with n deep response to the 
wonder nnd mystery of the universe in 
which they lived. 


j 
These Wise Men may 
have come 


long distances, for even in an era 
when transportation and travel wore' 
slow and tedious, man's instinct for; 
adventure and gain hud established: 
far distant routes of trade. 
' 


There is a tradition, without any 


clear proof, that the Wise Men came 
from the Far East, possibly from In- 
dia. 
Tho incident as it stands in the- 


New Testament serves to emphasize 
the universality of . the Christ 
who 


was bcrn, even as his teaching and the 
salvation that he brought have ap- 
plied to nil men without distinction 
and to peoples of every land 
nnd 


clime. 


There is something suggestive in the 


journey of these Wise Men to see a 
new-born babe, anil in their reveren- 
tial attitude. Their coming and their 
worship were a manifestation of faith; 
but even beneath this faith was a deep 
und splendid humility. 


It mentis much who nwe can see in 


a new-born babe a possible saint or 
prophet or king of the future. Con- 
sidering all the men of greatness und 
goodness who have risen from poor 
nnd humble surroundings, we well 
might assume an attitude of reverence 
and humility toward every child. 


Then; can be no great home life, no 


.soundness of national life, and no 
home for the world where there is 
not the supreme value placed upon 
the child. The story of our lesson 
represent:; a high plane of human lite 
and interest. 


AE in so many passages and inci- 


dents of Scripture, we have, also, the 
strong contrast between the attitude of 
the Wise Men and that of Herod. How 
typical of human life even in our own 
day is that contrast! 


Or. the one hand we see today, as we 


have seen in past ages, the love and 
goodness that reverence the child, the 
forces of education and nurture that 
work to beautify and ennoble child 
lit'e; while on the other hand there 
are the Herod-like forces of destduc- 
tion. the forces tthnt for the sake of 
gain will keep children in the slums 
and hovels unnourished and for the 
most part uncared for. 


A lesson concerning the child Christ 


means little to us unless we can see 
it in terms of this contrast and un- 
less it moves us to put all our em- 
phnsi.s and interest, upon the 
things 


tthat make for the well-being and 
proper development of the child. 


The Christ who was born in Bethle- 


; hem Inter was to take the children 


in his arms and bless them. It is only 
as we live in the same .spirit and prac- 
tice that we truly rejoice in his birth.
